The Silver State expresses surprise 
to find any paper in Nevada oppesed 
te the Warner silver bill which prevides 
fer free ceinage and makes eighty- 
three cents worth of silver pass fer 
ode dollar. It is principally because 
we live in Nevada that we de oppose 
this bill. If we lived in New York 
state the difference between the pur- 
chaser and his creditor would not affect 
us but here we receive the silver at 
first bands and the loss falls directly 
upon the men engaged in merchandis- 
ing, laboring etc. For instance A is 8 
miner and Ba merchant whem he 
oWés. According to this law A takes 
his silver to the mint and has it 
stamped, after which he pays his debt 
te B with! it at par. B bonght his 
goods at gold prices. How will su 
transasctions as this help the state 
Nevada? But“ the Silver State will 
say silver will soem rise te par.” 
How will it rise to par when the gov- 
ernment is not allowed to coin its own 
silver but is forced to sell it to specu- 
laters before it can be coined. The 
effect of this must be plain to any 


ressonable man. Silver will never 


touch par. There is nothing id this 
law te send it up even if brokers did 
not interfere to force it dewn, which 
they will have every opportunity and 
inducement todo. The effect will be 
more than ever te build up an eligar- 
ehy of ignorant silver kings, who will 
run the country by main strength, re- 
gardless of right or wrong.

It silver 
cannot be produced witheut help put 
on a tariff and let the government pay 
for her silver with the tariff added, 
then let her coin it into a dollar and it 
will pass readily in this country and 
put gold into the vaults of London 
and Frankfort banka. The whole pes- 
ple of the United States will be pay- 
ing a premium te the rich men who 
own silver mines in this country, 
ho will ride down the rest of us, 
ruu the legislatares, own the railroads 
and sit on everybody who does any- 
thing they do not like.

THE CONSTITUTION! — 


How the San Francisco News- 
papers Stand. 

Mining Tunnels in Europe—The Black

There is not much going on here 
besides the agitation over the pre- 
posed new constitutien. The Nevada 
peeple who are so unfortunate as to 
be subscribers to San Francisco papers 
must be terribly bered by the discus- 
sion, as indeed we are here.

ing in the papers but wearisome repi- 
titions of the same arguments and 
campaign lies, to the exclusion of all 
matters of general interest. That the 
constitution should have become a 
stale subject is not to be wondered at, 
since, for over a moath, it has been 
in everybody’s mouth.
